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HISTORICAL. 



The first representative of Methodism came to Amorica in 
17G0, and the first Annual Conference was held in July, 1773. 
There were then 33,272 Methodists. The famous “ Christ- 
mas Conference,” whose centennial we celebrate next year, 
was held in Baltimore December, 1784, when the Methodist 
Episcopal Church was organized. Since that time, Method- 
ism has out grown all other Protestant bodies in this country, 
and now numbers three and three quarter millions of mem- 
bers. The per centage of the membership of the entire Meth- 
odise Church of this country is to the whole population as one 
to thirteen. The church and college property owned and con • 
trolled by the Methodists is not less than $135,637,000. The 
Methodist Episcopal Church is the largest body of Method- 
ists, numbering 1,724,800 communicants; while the Method- 
ist Episcopal Church, South, comes next, numbering 877,299 
members. The Methodist Episcopal Church, South, was or- 
ganized in 1845, under a “Plan of Separation” agreed upon 
at the General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
in 1844, by which the Southern Conferences were allowed to 
form a separate organization. 

Methodism was introduced into the territory now known as 
the State of Missouri by John Clark, in 1789. Bev. John 
Travis was the first preacher sent (in 1806) to “Missouri Cir- 
cuit;” and, from that time until 1812, Missouri was embraced 
in what was called the “Western Conference.” In 1812, the 
Western Conference was divided into the Ohio and Tennessee 
Conferences, the work in Missouri falling into the Tennessee 
Conference. In 1816, the General Conference organized the 
Missouri Annual Conference, which held its first session at 
Shiloh Meeting House, Illinois Circuit, Illinois Territory, 
Sept. 23, 1816. The total membership reported was 949, with 
22 preachers. In 1824, the Missouri Conference was divided 
by striking off Illinois and confining its territory west of the 
Mississippi River; and, in 1836, it was again divided by strik- 
ing off Arkansas and organizing a separate Conference. The 
Conference was again divided, in 1845, by the Missouri River; 
and, from that lime until the present, it has been bound- 
ed by that part of the State of Missouri lying north of the 
Missouri River. The following table gives the various sessions 
of the Missouri Conference:

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CENTRAL COLLEGE. 

The Methodist Episcopal Church, South, after mature de- 
liberation, determined to build in the State of Missouri one, 
and only one, college, of the highest grade, upon which 
should be concentrated the energies of the entire denomina- 
tion in the State. This proposition originated with the St. 
Louis Conference held in the city of Lexington, Mo., in Sep- 
tember, 1852, and was embodied in the following extract from 
the report of the Committee on Education, as adopted by 
that Conference: 

* ‘In the judgment of your Committee, the time has come when the educational 
wants of our people require, and the resources of our people justify, the estab- 
lishment of a Literary Institution of the highest order in Missouri. But while 
we need and must have the facilities aflorded by this order of Institution, your 
Committee are of the decided opinion that it is the true policy of the Church to 
unite upon and undertake the upbuilding of one such Institution in Missouri, 
and but one. In accordance with these sentiments, your Committee recommends 
that this Conference, in a official way, signify to the Missouri Conference our 
willingness to unite and co-operate with them in such a plan for the establish- 
ment of a college as shall be mutually agreed upon by the two Conferences." 

This paper was drawn up by Rev. Joseph Boyle, D. D. 

The Missouri Conference met two weeks later, in St. Jos- 
eph, Mo , when E. M. Marvin, chairman of the Committee on 
Education, brought in a report of hearty concurrence in the 
action of the St. Louis Conference. D. R. McAnally, Joseph 
Boyle and Nathan Scarritt, of the St. Louis Conference, and 
E. M. Marvin, Wm. Holmes and Dr. R. Bond, of the Missouri, 
were appointed Commissioners to mature the matter and to 
call an Educational Convention composed of one preacher and 
two laymen from each Presiding Elder’s District, to inaug 
urate the proposed college. 

Such Convention met in St. Louis April 13, 1853, and was 
composed of 20 clerical and 16 lay delegates. Rev. D. R. Mc- 
Anally was elected President, and Rev. Nathan Scarritt was 
chosen Secretary. This Convention located the college at 
Fayette and determined to raise $100,000 for its needs, not 
less than $50,000 of the amount to be secured before the in- 
stitution should commence operations. The scholarship plan 
was unwisely adopted as the best means for securing the 
needed funds, which of course never came. The Conferences 
approved the action of the Educational Convention and ap- 
pointed fifteen curators each to carry out these plans, and 
also appointed, each, an agent to bring the new college to the 
attention of the people at large. 

The charter of Central College was granted by the Mis- 
souri Legislature in March, 1855, and, the new building hav- 
ing been erected, the doors of the college were opened to 
students Sept. 21, 1857, with Rev. Nathan Scarritt, President 
pro tern, and Professor of Ancient Languages; Rev. C. N- 
Pritchett, Professor of Mathematics; and Eli Offut, Principal 
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of Preparatory Department. The college opened premature- 
ly before the necessary funds were in hand, and its early his- 
tory was a prolonged struggle for life, as has been the case 
with many an institution now of world -wide fame. The col- 
lege had three Presidents in as many years, none of whom 
could supply the lack of funds, which were slower in coming 
because of the anticipated outbreak of the civil war, which 
threatened to be fatal to the very existence of such enter- 
prises. The close of the war found the college dismantled, 
but a heroic church rallied in an Educational Convention at 
Fayette to re establish it. Dr. Wm. A. Smith was elected 
President, amid great enthusiasm, and addressed himself gal- 
lantly to the work of securing an endowment. He died in 
sight of the goal, but others were destined to enter into his 
labors Dr. J. C. Wills became the successful President of 
the college, from 1871 to 1878, when his death filled all hearts 
with gloom. Joy succeeded sorrow, however, with tbe new 
life inspired by the prosperous condition of the college under 
his successor. The attendance of students has increased 
until now nearly two hundred are annually enrolled, while the 
endowment has increased from $45,000 to $110,000. Besides 
Wills’ Hall and the Gymnasium, erected in the last four years, 
the Centenary Chapel is now going up at a cost of $24,000. 
The standard of scholarship has been raised and the curricu- 
lum greatly enlarged. The college has always been known 
for its healthy religious atmosphere and superior discipline. 

Much of its enlarged usefulness is due to the wise liberality 
of Mr. Robert A. Barnes, of St. Louis, who, wholly unsolic- 
ited, has during the past two years given $45,000 to en- 
dow two professorships. It is now proposed to raise $250,000 
as a centenary offering, with which to erect additional build- 
ings, endow a Library Fund and increase the endowment of 
the college to a quarter of a million. Let the whole Church 
in Missouri contribute toward this monumental fund, com- 
memorative of our centenary year !

FIRST DAY— Wednesday. 

Chilli cotiie, Mo., September 12, 1SS3. 

The Sixty- seventh session of the Missouri Annual Confer- 
ence, Methodist Episcopal Church, South, convened in the 
auditorium of the Methodist Church, Chillicothe, Mo., at 9:30 
o’clock a. m.

SECOND DAY —Thursday. 

Chillicothe, Mo.. Sept. 13, 1SS3. 

Conference met at 8:30 a. m. Bishop Wilson in the chair.

Minutes were read, corrected and approved, and the roll 
was called.

Vandeventer of the St. Joseph District, S. W. Cope of the 
Gallatin District, B. F. Johnson of the Macon District, J. P. 
Nolan of the Hannibal District and M. B. Chapman of the 
Plattsburg District each made a personal statement of them- 
selves and of the work committed to their keeping.

John Berry McFerrin was born in Rutherford county,

Oct. 8, 1825; admitted into the Tennessee Conference Nov- 
ember, 1825. Has traveled three circuits, two presiding eld* 
ers’ districts; filled three different stations; was missionary 
to the Cherokee Indians two years; editor of Nashville Chris- 
tian Advocate nearly 18 years; book agent and missionary in 
the Confederate army thirteen years; secretary of the Board 
of Missions 12 years.

COMMITTEE. 



The Conference Centenary Committee met at 4 o’clock p. 
m., Sept. 12th, in the Christian church. The following mem- 
bers were present: W. W. McMurry, T. J. Gooch, J. A.

On motion Rev. T. J. Gooch was called to the chair, and J. 
H. Ledbetter elected secretary pro tem. 

It was then determined that the first object of the meeting 
was to effect a permanent organization, which was done by 
the election of the following officers: President, T. J. Gooch; 
Vice-President, Judge Thos. L. Shackleford; Secretary, J. H. 
Ledbetter; Treasurer, Rev. W. W. McMurry.

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tee were constituted the Executive committee of the Confer- 
ence committee, to act for said committee in all things in the 
in terim of the sessions of the Annual Conference. On motion 
the committee adjourned to meet at the call of the President.

SECOND MEETING. 

The committee met pursuant to call of the President, at 2 
o'clock p. m., Sept. 14th, in the Christian church, Rev. T. J. 
Gooch in the chair. The address of the Central Centenary 
committee was taken up, read and duly considered The com- 
mittee reached the following conclusions, which they respect- 
fully present to the consideration of the Conference: 

1st. We nominate Rev. W. M. Rush, D. D., as a most suit- 
able person to preach the Centenary Sermon at the session of 
the Missouri Conference in 1884, and we nominate Rev. C. I. 
\ andeventer as his alternate. 

2d. Resolced, That the last Sunday in May, 1884, shall be 
the day for the special Centenary services throughout the 
bounds of this Conference. 

3d. That the first Sunday in June shall be the Children’s 
Centennial day. 

4th. That the District committees shall hold mass meet- 
ings at such times and places as they may deem best. 

5th. That the District committees, and preachers in 
charge, shall keep the Secretary of the Conference fully and 
constantly informed of all Centenary meetings and collections 
within their respective bounds; and of any facts that may be 
of interest or importance to the Centenary work. 

The committee had under consideration that part of the re- 
port of the Board of Curators of Central College in reference 
to a Centenary contribution of $250,000 for the enlarged en- 
dowment of the college and library, and for the erection of 
additional buildings. We recommend concurrence, and sug- 
gest that this Conference give hearty support and assistance 
to their committee in accomplishing those ends.

CHURCH EXTENSION BOARD. 

Chillicotiie, Mo.. Sept. 12, 1SS3. 

The Board of Church Extension of the Missouri Conference 
held its regular annual meeting at the Christian church in 
this city at 3 o clock p. m., Rev. C. I. Yandeventer, President, 
in the chair. The following members were present: C. I 

Yandeventer, T. J. Gooch, Thos. Shackleford, J. H. Ledbet- 
tei, T. D. Woodson, J. A, Mumpower and M. B. Chapman. 
After prayer, the roll was called and the minutes of the pre- 
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ceding meetings were read and approved. On motion of M. 
B. Chapman, the following By-laws were adopted: 

ART. I. — MEETINGS OF THE BOARD. 

The regular meeting of the Board, as provided for in Art. 5 
of the constitution, shall be held on the first day of Confer- 
ence at 2 o’clock p. m. 

ART. II. — DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 

Sec. 1. — Of the President and Vice-President . — The Presi- 
dent or, in his absence, the Vice-President shall preside at all 
meetings of the Board, and shall perform the duties usually 
required of such officers. The President or, in his absence, 
the Vice-President shall, with the Secretary, sign all drafts of 
the Board and such other official documents as the Board 
may authorize or require. 

Sec. 2 . — Of the Secretary. — The Secretary shall record in a 
book all the proceedings of the Board, and he shall have his 
record book present at each meeting of the Board and Exec- 
utive Committee. He shall be the custodian of all the papers 
of the Board and shall sign and acknowledge all conveyances 
of real estate, releases of mortgages, powers of attorney and 
similar documents authorized by the Board, and shall affix 
the seal of the Board to the same. He shall attend, as far as 
practicable, the District Conferences and shall bring before 
them the interests of Church Extension. He shall also be 
specially charged with the care of the annual collections, and 
shall give information on Church Extension by circulars or 
through the church papers or by such other means as he may 
deem proper. 

Sec. 3. — Of the Treasurer . — The Treasurer shall be the cus- 
todian of the funds of the Board, and shall, after paying to 
the Parent Board 50 per cent, of the funds received by him, 
pay out the remaining funds only on drafts duly drawn 
and signed as provided for in these By-laws. He shall keep 
an accurate account of all receipts and disbursements made by 
him in suitable books provided for the purpose, which books 
shall be open at all times to the inspection of the Board, and 
shall make to the annual meeting of the Board a report of all 
his transactions for the year. 

Sec. 4. — Of the Executive Committee. — The Executive Com 
mittee shall execute all orders of the Board, and in the inter- 
im of the regular meetings of the Board may receive applica- 
tions for aid and determine the same under the rules govern 
ing the Board. 

ART. III.— —ORDER OF BUSINESS. 

At all regular meetings of the Board the following order of 
business shall be observed: 

1. Calling the roll. 
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2. Reading the minutes. 

3. Filling vacancies in the Board, if any. 

4. Report of Treasurer. 

5. Communications. 

0. Applications for Aid. 

7. Arrangements for Anniversary Exercises. 

8. Apportionment among the Districts of the amount as 
sessed upon the Annual Conference. 

1). Miscellaneous Business. 

ART. IV. — AMENDING THE BY-LAWS. 

These By laws may be altered, abolished or amended, at 
any regular meeting of the Board, by a three-fourths vote of 
the members present, provided previous notice has been giv- 
en in writing to each member of the Board, through the Sec- 
retary, one month before the session of Conference. 

On motion, Articles 8 and 9 were added to the Constitu- 
tion. (See constitution.) 

A communication from Dr. Morton, Secretary of the Parent 
Board, was read and considered. 

The Executive committee were authorized to make suitable 
arrangements for the anniversary exercises. 

On motion, the Board then adjourned.

It is brought into requisition by every phase of hu- 
man thought, and is used to advance every cause without re- 
spect to its merits; it sends out the vilest streams of moral 
and social poison, as well as the highest tiuth and purest sen- 
timent of the Christian; it records the profane utterances of 
cold, malignant infidelity, and tells of the redemption of the 
world by the grace of God. Hence the church of God is 
placed under a weighty responsibility to furnish her own peo- 
ple and the world with a pure and wholesome literature. It 
is with the utmost satisfaction that we recognize the fact that 
our own church is amply furnished with every needed facility 
in this important department of church work. 

PUBLISHING HOUSE AT NASHVILLE. 

Your committee have carefully considered the communica- 
tion coming to 11s from Dr. McFerrin, our Gen’l Book Agent 
at Nashville. We rejoice at the prosperity of our Publishing 
House under his skillful management. Jts business is rapidly 
increasing, and its indebtedness is in the same measure di- 
minishing. Dr. Harrison, our Gen’l Book Editor, is doing 
faithful work, fully realizing the expectation of the General 
Conference in his election to that important and responsible- 
position.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

The Board of Education begs leave to submit the following 
report: 

We need not call your attention to the necessity of provid 
iug the most ample means for the Christian education of our 
youth. Unsanctified intellect is the greatest curse of our age, 
and there are no means of arresting the danger which arises 
from it except the thorough education of young men and wo- 
men in such schools as will bring forth no abnormally devel- 
oped beings; but men and women thoroughly furnished for 
the mental and moral responsibilities of life. 

We are devoutly thankful to God that our church is fully 
awake to the importance of this work, and has provided, or is

providing, for its fullest accomplishment. We are especially 
rejoiced to know that we have such institutions within our 
own State and our own Conference. The Board has had re- 
ferred to it the reports of four institutions. 

CEXTR A I. COLLEGE. 

The report of the Curators of this cherished institution, un- 
der the presidency of Rev. E. R. Hendrix, D. D., who is aided 
by a first-class corps of professors, is in good condition and 
shows improvement and increasing prosperity in all depart- 
ments. Patronage is steadily increasing (the present open- 
ing being the largest in the history of the college), as is also 
the provision for the gratifying growth in the number of 
young men who throng its halls of learning. In addition to 
the present accommodations, a new college chapel is in course 
of erection, which will cost $25,000 and which when completed 
will add materially to the college buildings and enhance its 
facilities. The Curators call for an adaitional endowment 
fund, which, in addition to that already secured, will make its 
entire endowment $250,000 during the Centennial year, with 
which to erect additional buildings, endow a library, and in- 
crease the endowment to the full amount necessary to meet 
the demands of the times and enable the college to do the 
fullest work. The Board heartily endorses the proposition, 
and would urge all our people to liberal things in this direc- 
tion. The Board also urges the appointment of Rev. E. It. 
Hendrix, D. D., to the presidency of said college. 

. ST. CHARLES COLLEGE. 

This school, located at St. Charles is reported as fully pro 
pared to do full work in educating the youth of the land. The 
building has been recently repaired, and the past year has 
been a prosperous one and shows a decided increase in the 
number of students over previous years. If properly encour- 
aged by support, this school may be made a useful one; and 
we give it our endorsement and urge our people— especially 
in the St. Charles District — to rally to its support The cu- 
rators report $160 as a fund to assist young men of our 
church who are preparing for the ministry, and request the 
endorsement by this body of Howard L. Davis, who is an 
applicant for the benefit of this fund. 

HOWARD FEMALE COLLEGE. 

This institution, situated at Fayette— a co-worker with 
Central College— is reported in a prosperous condition, and 
the report shows 150 students in attendance during the past 
year, and of this number 51 were boarders. The school, 
under the efficient management of the president, Dr. H. K. 
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Hi ode furnishes our people with a fine opportunity 

for the education of their daughters. The president has gen- 
erously granted free tuition and board to some who are too 
poor to pay and desires, and should receive, our hearty co- 
operation in building up the school. The president desires 
that an endowment fund of at least $50,000, should be raised 
for the purpose of assisting those poor girls who are worthy 
of and desire an education there, but are unable to have the 
same, and we heartily endorse the same, and urge our people 
to devise and do liberal things during this centennial year for 
this school. We most heartily endorse the school, and com- 
mend it to our people, urging them to send their daughters 
to it 

CENTRAL FEMALE COLLEGE. 

This institution under the presidency of W. F. Kerdolff, 
located in the city of Lexington, is now doing good work, un- 
der most promising auspices. It is the child of the joint ac- 
tion of the three Conferences in Missouri, and the Curators 
rejoice to report increased prosperity in all things pertaining 
to the school The citizens of Lexington have been _ rallying 
to its support, and the sum of $25,000 has been raised by the 
agent Rev. L. P. Norfleet for building purposes. The agent 
and president have been personally before the Board, and 
having presented the claims of this college before us, we 
earnestly endorse the enterprise of establishing a female col - 
lege of first grade, and in view of the actions of this Confer- 
ence at former sessions we offer the following resolutions: 

1st. That in as much as the people of Lexington have 
raised $30,000 for Central Female College and complied with 
the requirements of the resolution passed by this Conference 
originally, we recommend that this Conference meet all its 
pledges to said institution as per said resolutions passed in 
1870 and reaffirmed in 1872 and 1873, and perfect all the ar- 
rangements contemplated therein.

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REPORT OF T11E SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

Tlie statistical report of this year compared with the statis- 
tical report of last year, we are sorry to say, does not show 
much progress in that line. According 1 to these reports, there 
is a loss this year of three schools; a gain of sixty two officers 
and teachers; a gain of fifty scholars; a loss of one hundred 
and thirty-nine volumes iu library, and $215.75 less money 
raised for these purposes. 

The Board look upon the Sunday School institution as one 
of the most important institutions of the church, and regret 
much that they have not been able to do more than they have 
done. To make the Sunday School as interesting as it ought 
to be, and as successful in winning the children to Jesus, and 
having them for -Jesus, there must be the most hearty and 
persistent co operation of the parents. YY bile parents should 
never surrender the chief agency of the moral and religious 
instruction of their children to any other agency or agen 
oies than themselves, yet they must give constant assistance 
to this work or the loss is immense. Parents help! By all 
the immortal intersts of your children help! Pastors and 
local preachers must put their souls into this work to make 
it a success. It will die on our hands unless we arouse our 
selves from the lethargy that si-cne to some extent, to have 
come over us. 

lhe Board is apprehensive, from all they can learn, that in 
some places, that too much attention is given to siugim* 1 to 
the neglect of Bible instruction, which is the more immediate 
object of the Sunday School. Good singing is delightful and 
profitable, but care must be taken t hat our schools do not de 
generate to a too great an extent into singing schools. Again, 
your Board is impressed with tlm fn ir that the exercises "and 
devotions of the Sunday School an- not sufficiently reverent 
and religious. These exercises should be religious iu the 
complete sense of the word. There is danger of the lightness 
and worldly spirit sometimes admitted into the Sunday 
School getting through this agency into the church and thus 
work a double evil. Let pastors and superintendents guard 
well this interest. Your Board believes from a long uc 
quaintance and use of the Sunday School Literature of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church South— published at Nashville, 
Tennessee, J. B. McFerrin agent — is the cheapest, all things 
considered, and by far the best Sunday School literature pub 
Jished in this country, and cannot recommend with too much 
emphasis its constant universal u>«* in all our Sunday Schools 
The Boa id believe that the use of our own literatuve ispret 
t.Y general, but they aw exceedingly anxious that Southern 
Methodist literature shall be in use in every Southern Metho 
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(list Sunday School; then we are assured there will be one 
good thing, at least, in every school. 

The Board is much gratified to learn that in all our Dis- 
trict Conferences, Sunday School Conferences were held in 
connection with them, and it is urged that the disciplinarian 
provision for Sunday School Conferences be strictly observed 
in every Presiding Elders district, and as far as the Board can, 
and is desired, they will co-operate with them in efforts to 
make these conventions profitable. 

In order that our work may be more effective in the fu- 
ture, we recommend the adoption of the following resolutions: 
Resolved. That the Presiding Elders of each district be re- 
quired to appoint at their earliest convenience after the ad- 
journment of this Conference, one layman or local preacher 
in each charge in his district, whose duty it shall be to look 
after all the Sunday School interests in his charge, acting in 
connection with his pastor. The brethren thus appointed 
shall constitute a District Sunday School Board, to be pre- 
sided over by the member of the Annual Conference Sunday 
School Board. This Board shall meet at the same time and 
place at the District Conference; and shall through its chair- 
man make report to the Annual Conference Board. 

Resolved. This Board shall at each District Conference 
make their report to said Conference. And it shall be the 
duty of the Presiding Elder to appoint a new District Board 
for ensuing year at each District Conference.

STANDING RULE. 

“Each preacher in charge of a station, circuit or mission, shall collect from 
their several charges and congregations an amount at least equal to live (5) per 
cent, on the combined claims of the Presiding Elder and Preacher in charge of 
that work, as a Conference Fund, for the support of the widows and orphans of 
deceased preachers and of superannuated preachers of this Conference, and pay 
the full amount so collected to the Joint Board of Finance at the annual sessions 
of the Conference. ’ ’ 

Your Board earnestly calls attention to the existence of the 
“Conference Board of Trust” — a corporate body — to take, 
receive and invest such funds as may be donated or bequeath- 
ed — the proceeds to be used in aid of the superannuates and 
widows and orphan children of deceased preachers. Do what 
you can to have our wealthy members and friends act as their 
own administrator, and give of their money to this “Confer- 
ence Board of Trust”; and, further, to include this worthy ob 
ject in your gifts during the centenary of Methodism of 1884. 
The proceeds from the beneficence of Brother McMichael, of 
Plattsburg, through this Board of Trust, has added materially 
to the amount of the Conference Fund this year. 

Your Board take pleasure in saying that the amount paid 
in this year for the Conference Fund is more than $200 great- 
er than any previous year in the history of the Conference; 
and, in the name of the several claimants, to gratefully thank 
those preachers who so well and faithfully brought up their 
quota to this fund. And, in this connection, to express the 
hope that, in the year to come, every preacher (and faithful 
laymen helping) will bring up the full, expected and needed 
Conference funds. Do for these now, and in the future oth- 
ers will do for you and yours. 

The Secretary and Treasurer of the Joint Board desires to 
thank the large number of preachers for prompt settlements 
during the early hours of this Conference session. 

The thanks of this Conference are due to the officers of the 
Chillicothe Savings Association for courtesies to this Board, 
and for furnishing exchange for the several claimants free of 
charge.

HE V. B. H. SPEXCKH. 



Berry Hill Spencer has been called to his reward in heaven. 
He was born in Burke county, North Carolina, March ‘23, 
1819, and died at his home in Palmyra, Missiouri, Agust ‘2d, 
1883. His ancestry came from England to Prince Edward 
county Virginia before the revolutionary war, while Virginia 
was still a British colony. While he was yet an infant his 
parents removed from North Carolina to Missouri, and set- 
tled in Cape Girardeau county. Their house on Apple Creek 
was for many years a preaching place, and a home for Metho 
dist preachers. Under the ministry of Rev Uriel Haw of 
precious memory, Berry, at the age of sixteen years joined 
the church on probation as a seeker of religion. He had 
been piously trained. His mother especially, seems to h;ive 
impressed her spiritual life upon his character. She was a 
woman of active, religious zeal in the church and in her fami 
ly. When 19 years old he was converted at home on Sunday 
afternoon, while his mother was praying for a sick sister. The 
sick sister and another sister wei" also converted. What a 
joy in that home. Soon after this he was deeply and solemn- 
ly impre. sed that he was divinely called to the work of the 
ministry. He was licensed to exhort by Rev. Nelson Henry, 
the preacher in charge. January 5th, 1842, while yet an ex- 
horter, he was by the Presiding Elder placed in charge of 
Ripley Mission. This certainly was a very strong expres- 
sion of great confidence in him. At the first quarterly meet 
ing thereafter on the Mission, he was licensed to preach May 
29th, 1842. Filling out that year on Ripley Mission, he trav 
eled the next year the Greenville Circuit, under the direction 
of the Presiding Elder. In September 1843 at Lexington, he 
was admitted on trial into the traveling connexion by the 
Missouri Conference. He was ordained a Deacon by Bishop 
Soule at Columbia October 7th, 1845, and an Elder at Glas 
gow by Bishop Capers October 3d, 1847. 

He has received and filled the following appointments in 
the Conference: Oregon Circuit, 1843; Carrollton Circuit, 

1844-5; Brunswick Station, 1840; Paris Circuit, 1847-8; Fay- 
ette, 1849; Liberty Station, 1850; Fulton Circuit, 1851; 
Columbia Station, 1852-3; St. Joseph Station, 1854; Hauni 
bal Station, 1855; Palmyra Station, 1850-7; Louisiana Sta- 
tion, 1858; Fayette District, 1859; St. Charles District, 1800- 
1-2-3-4-5; Hannibal District, 1800-7-8-9; Shelbyville Cir- 
cuit, 1870; Hydesburg Circuit, 1871; Macon District, 1872-3 
4-5; Paris Circuit, 1870; Mount Olives Circuit, 1877-8; Mon- 
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roe City Circuit, 1879; Fayette District, 1880-1; Monroe City 
Circuit, 1882. 

Bro. Spencer was re-elected five times by bis brethren of 
the Missouri Conference to the General Conference, and was 
a member of every session of that bodv, excepting one, since 
1858. 

He was eminently a sound, strong and scriptural preacher. 
Few men were so ready in the scriptures as he. He possessed 
in the highest degree the love and confidence of his brethren. 
He was in an eminent degree a pure and holy man — diligent 
and faithful in all his work. In the Missouri Conference the 
memory of Berry H. Spencer will long be precious. 

For many years Brother Spencer was a great sufferer, and 
in his last sickness, and for months his sufferings were ex- 
Irerne; but he endured it all as seeing Him that is invisible. 
He was ready and anxious to depart and to be with Christ. 

He leaves a true and faithful wife, who from the days of his 
early manhood has shared with him the toils and privations 
incident to the life of a traveling Methodist preacher; also 
eleven children to mourn their loss. We commend them to 
the loving kindness of our Father in heaven.
